(First  published  after  having  received  the  assent  of  the  Governor  in  the  “Gujarat 
Government  Gazette’’  on  the  8th  August  1962), 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  extension  of  the  term  of  office  of  the 
Councillors  of  certain  Municipalities  in  the  State  of  Gujarat. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Thirteenth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as 
follows  : — 


I.  (1)  This  Act  may

3.  (/)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  section  17  of  the  relevant  municipal 
law,  the  term  of  office  of  the  councillors  of  every  municipality,  which  under  that 
section  expires  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act  but  before  the  31st  March  19G3, 
glia II  not  so  expire,  and  is  hereby  extended  upt o the  end  ol  i lie  3 1 st  March  1963. 


(2)  In  the  case  of  municipalities  to  which  sub- section  (1)  applies,  the  relevant 
municipal  law  shall  have  effect,  as  if  the  term  of  office  of  its  councillors  as  extended 
under  sub-section  (7)  had  been  extended  under  section  17  of  the  relevant  municipal 
law. 

(3)  Nothing  in  subjections  (1)  and  (2)  shall  affect  the  provisions  of  the  Gujarat  Gu^ 

Pancliayats  Act,  1961.  ^ of 

1902. 
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4.  The  Gujarat  Municipalities  (Extension  of  Term)  Ordinance,  1962  is  hereby  Guj 
repealed  and  the  provisions  of  sections  7 and  2o  ot  t he  Bombay  General  Clauses  Ord 
Act,  1901  shall  apply  to  such  repeal  as  if  that  Ordinance  were  an  enactment.
